Three Sleepers Crushed Under 
a Mass of Rocks and Earth. 


Several Passengers Fatally Injured and 
Many Badly Bruised. 


The fll-Fated Train, the Limited Express, 
Eastward Bound on the Pittsburg, Cin- 
cinnati & St. Louis Railroad — List of 
the Injured Passengers — Miraculous 
Escapes—The Accident Due to Recent 
Heavy Rains—The St. Louis

Sleeper 
Damaged, 


PITTSBURG, Pa., November 18.—The limited 
express coming East on the Pittsburg, Cin- 
cinnati & St. Louis Railroad, which was due in 
this city at 6:30 this morning, was wrecked by 
a land slide at Jones Ferry, at the outskirts of 
the city, and a number of persons injured, 
two of them, it is though being fatally hurt. 
The heavy rains of the past thirty-six hours 
had loosened the earth along the road and 
the conductor of the limited bad been notified 
to proceed carefully. The train was running 
slowly, not more than ten miles an hour, and 
just as it reached Jones’ Ferry a mass of rocks 
and earth came tumbling down from a preci- 
pice forty feet above. The first part of the 
train escaped, but the huge mass crashed into 
the three sleepers which were in the rear. 

A TERRIBLE SCENE. 

The interior of the front car was almost com- 
pletely demolished. Is was the Cincinnati 
sleeper, and fortunately had a smaller num- 
ber of passengers on it than any coach that 
has gone out of Cincinnati on the limited for 
months. All of the occupants had arisen, 
most of them wereinthe forward part of the 
coach preparing their toilets. The two other 


sleepers were also badly wrecked. 
The scene following the accident 
was indescribable. Women shrieked 


and children screamed, while above all was 
heard the groans of the injured who were 
wedged in between the berths and rocks un- 
able to move. For a moment those passengers 
Who miracniously escaped were so dumb- 
founded that they stood motionless. The 
sleepers were completely filled with dust, and 
it was dirficult to which of their 
number had been thé most seriously injured. 
The moment the orash was heard the engineer 
stopped the train, but as soon as the con- 
ductor saw the frightful results he cried: 
Hurry on tothe Union Depot Station. We 
don’t want to wait a minute, as we must care 
for the injured.’’ 
ATTENDING THE INJURED. 

The train was started and in a few minutes 
thestation was reached. A full corps ofsurgeon 
and company attendants were on hand to 
carry out the injured. It was found that 
eight passengers had been seriously hurt, 
while probably as many more had received 
painful cuts and bruises. Among the injured 
were two men who may die. 

THE INJURED. 

The list of injured that have thus far been 
learned is as follows: 

DAVID ARNHEIM, Pittsburg, badly cut about 
head, body and breast crushed; it is feared 
that he is injured internally and is in a precari- 
ous condition, 


S. A. Bennett of New Tork was 
wedged in under the upper berth of 
one section. He has two long ugly 


gashes on his head, one shoulder blade and 
tworibs broken. He is thought to be danger- 
ously hurt. 

Capt. O. A. Doup of Pittsburg, ugly cut on 
head and slightly bruised, not dangerously. 

Mrs. Lizut. Giass of Ft. Bayard, N. M., one 
imb brhised and several cuts on her body. 

E. A. Curtis of New York was struck in the 
back and leg by large pieces of rock. He was 
severely, though not dangerously injured. 

J. O. Lipman of Indianapolis, badly cut 
about head and body, not serious. 

A YOUNG LaDy from Terre Haute, Ind., 
whose name not learned, struck by flying 
pieces of rock and hurt about head and body. 

Mr. FOWLER of Washington, D. C., slightly 
hurt about body. He was within a foot of 
where the largest rock landed in the sleeper. 

In addition to the above names, a number of 
the other passengers, as stated before, were 
slightly injured. These persons hurried out 
to the different hotels where they had their 
bruises dressed. None of them except those 
mentioned were seriously injured. 

THE CRASH. 

Those most seriously hurt were removed to 
hotels in the vicinity and everything possible 
done to alleviate their sufferings. The sleep- 
ers that were so badly damaged were the Alsa - 
tia, Williamsportand Yarrow. The interiors 
of each were a complete wreck, while

No one was badly burt in his 
ear, but in the ‘two front coaches the injured 
were quite numerous. One piece of rock 
struck the middle of the car and slid length- 
wise to section No. 19, in the end of the car, 
where it lodged, crushing the section to 


atoms. . 
MIRACULOUS ESCAPES. 


An old gentieman and his daughter had left 
the section a minute before, or they would 
have been killed. The sleeper Williamsport 
was struck by a stone weighing almost a ton.

PERISHED IN THE FLAMES. 


A Fiery Horror in Indiana—The Dickinson 
Barge Disaster. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 18.—The In- 
dianapolis News’ special from Marion, Ind., 
says: A fire with terrible and fatal results is 
reported this morning from the village of 
Landsville, in the northeastern part of this 
county, twelve miles from Marion. James 
Johnson, a prosperous farmer, and his family 
resided a quarter of amile from the village. 


This morning a son of Mrs. Jobnson 
arose ard built a fire, but find- 
ing it was only 8 o’clock, he re- 


turned to bed. A half-hour later the house 


wasin flames. Johnson and his wife and their 
two sons escaped in their night clothes. The 
two daughters of Johnson, Ella and Minagie, 
aged respectively 18 and 20 years, awoke in 
their up-stairs apartment, found themselves 
surrounded by flames and half suffocated with 
smoke they attempted to reach the ground, 

but escape was shut off. One fell in the stair- 
way and perished there and the other ran back 
to her bed-room, fell across the bed and was 
suffocated. The horror-stricken spectators 
were unable to render any assistance. The 
building was completely destroyed. Among 
the cinders this morning all that could be 
found of the remains of the un- 
fortunate young ladies were a few bits of 
charred bones. The elder of the young 
ladies was a teacher in the Landsville public 
schools. In the family of Johnson, employed 
as a hired man, was a young man by the name 
of Turner, who in making his escape was 80 
severely burned that he will probably die. 


The Lost Barge Crew. 


GREEN BAT, Wis., November 18.—The steam 
barge, Justice Fields, with four sail barges, 
coal laden, were driven into Kewaunee yester 
day morning. The F. M. Dickinson soon 
broke away and went on the rocks. The 
small boat broke away soon after she struck 
and the captain and four men sprang into the 
waterand managed to reach the pier in a 
very exhausted condition. As the spars went 
over,the two menand the female cook jumped 
from the vessel, but were not afterward seen 


alive. The body of the cook came 
ashore about one mile south of 
the pier. Capt. Robinson gave 


the names of the drowned as Jerry Jeru and 
Arthur Prevo of Green Bay, and the cook, 
Mary Waters of Toledo. The names of the 
rescued are Capt. Thomas Robinson, Mate 
Louis Todd, Andrew Demar, Henry Demar 
and James McDonald. 

The Bmerald, another of the Justice Field’s 
tow, dragged ashore a few hours later. Her 
crew, consisting of five men and a female 
cook, took to the small boat and attempted 
to reach the shore. The frail craft soon 
swamped and five of the crew were seen to 
drown. One, the mate, reached the beach 
upon an oar after a desperate struggle with 
the waves, and was dragged out of the water 
inan exhausted condition. The captain, a 
German, lived at Marine City, the cook in 
Milwaukee and the rest of the crew in Green 
Bay. 

TWO BODIES WASHED ASHORE. 

MILWAUKEE, November 18.—The barges Bis- 
sell and Tillie May ot Justice Fieid’s tow suc- 
cessfully weathered the gale in the breakers at 
Kewaunee and are all right to-day, though 
leaking somewhat. Two bodies, supposed to 
be those of Capt. Gorham and one of the crew 
ofthe wrecked barge Emeraid, were washed 
ashore this morning. 


Thrown Off a Trestle. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., November 18.—A passen- 
ger train on the Newport News & Mississippi 
Valley Road partly ran off a trestle yesterday 
near Triplet tunnel, caused by a broken 


wheel. A sleeper was thrown entirely off an 
eighteen-foot trestle.

A GREAT SURPRISE. 

The news of the death of ex- -President 
Arthur cameas a great surprise, notwith- 
standing the alarming rumors as to bis health 
during thesummer months. 
improvement in his condition noted during 
his stay in New London, Conn., and the ap- 
parent confidence expressed by the friends 
who remained close to him, created the im- 
pression that his health had been 
radically improved, giving him the promise of 
a renewed lease of life. His disease was one 
affecting the kidneys, and those nearest him 
had no faith in his permanent recovery, but 
his sudden demise was not spoken of. He 
began to sink rapidly shortly after midnight 
and by 8 o’clock it was known that death was 
approaching. He passed away without ap- 
parent pain. 

As soon as the news of Mr. Arthur’s death 
was made public many flags on public and 
private buildings were placed at half- mast. 


Mr. Arthur had lived at No. 123 Lexingtan _ 


avenue for twenty years or more. A stroke of 
cerebral apoplexy, sudden, but not wholly 
unexpected by the attending physicians, ter- 
minated his lite.

To em- 
brace a mother-in-law is a hollow mock- 
ery, and should be attempted only when 
some important object has to be attained, 
and even then we doubt if it is excusable.

Doubtless if all the persons who 
have ex enced harm from lead hair 
dyes vould be counted, the number would 
be sensational enough to meet the 
wants of the most zealous sani- 
tarian. The effects are often 80 
vacue that the cause is not suspected. 
Most physicians would not assign to a cos- 
metic, of the use of which they are pre- 
sumably ignorant, the causation of such 
Vague symptoms as and sallow skin, 
failing hair, dyspepsia, debility, low 
spirits, neuralgias and other usual 
phenomena of confirmed ill-health. Yet 
these accompany and may exist apart 
from the sharp attack of colic or wrist- 
drop, or joint pains, or brain trouble that 
would first direct the physician’s suspicion 
to lead poisoning. 

In this connection two im t facts 
are now well established: that se- 
rious disease may be induced by the long 
continued use of lead “hair restorers. 
Second, that the most popular, if not all, 
the chair restorers,” vegetable and other, 
contain lead.

legislative bodies to effect it will only re- 
mind us again how little can be done by 
governments or laws to remedy the 
evils of an overcrowded labor market. 
The petitioners for the extra session could 
not themselves agree in advising it what 
to do. 

Mr. GrorGe would recommend free 
trade, with nationalization of land, asa 
means of restoring the proper equilibrium 
of labor between country and city, 
between farmand workshop. His theory 
is that individual ownership of land bas 
made too many people landless, driven too 
many people from the farm to the work- 
shop, and that the deceitful promise of 
more remunerative employment from pro- 
tected industries has attracted a super- 
abundance of labor to the towns. He 
would, therefore, abolish the restrictions 
on trade to make agriculture more profit- 
able, and try to relieve the city labor 
| market of its redundant supply by attract- 
Ing more labor to the country, with better 
opportunities of obtaining land for cul- 
tivation. 

Mr. POWDERLY, on the contrary, would 
leave the individual owner in undisturbed 
possession of his land, but, notwithstand- 
ing the low price of grain and the alarm- 
ing transfer of men from the farm to the 
factory, he would still try to furnish em- 
ploymentand keep up the unwholesome 
attraction of high wages forall comers to 
the cities by means of trade restrictions 
and tariff taxes on the farmer and on the 
whole country, to create artificial wage 
funds andto force into life and activity 
industries that have not enough vitality 
to live without being fed with a Govern- 
ment spoon. 

When two such teachers and leaders of 
the labor agitation differ so radically in 
regard to the means of relief, how should 
Congress decide between them, if Congress 
could by law put the plan of either in 
operation? Manifestly Mr. POWDERLY’s 
great panacea, tariff subsidy, is largely 
responsible for the existing agricultural 
depression and the present superabun- 
dance of labor in the manufacturing cities, 
More of that remedy would only more de- 
press and deplete the agricultural forces, 
and more augment the labor congestion 
in cities, until the too distended labor 
bubble would burst again as it has burst 
before under our present tariff, leaving 
the rich manufacturers talking to their 
discharged and starving employes about 
„ver- production,“ Mr. GgorGr’s plan 
has never been tried, and however plausi- 
ble it may be in theory, a trial of itis 
utterly impracticable, for the present at 
least, because it attacks vested interests 
too powerful to be outvoted or overcome 
in our generation. Both free trade and 
State landlordism are terrible bugaboos 
to an overwhelming majority of the 
voters. 

But before the Fiftieth Congress can be 
called together next March, somebody 
may suggest a practicable plan of re- 
lieving labor by removing trade obstacles 
and whatever causes have disturbed the 
equilibrium of our industrial

subject to the interests of the corporations.

BICYCLE BUDGET. 


Whittaker’s Record Not Accepted by the 
A. C. U. — Notes. 


The cold-blooded attempt of the East to 
gobble all the records is shown in the protest | 
lodged against the decision of J. 8. Rogers of 
the Central District, A. C. U., accepting Whit- 
taker’s recent record. On account of this | 
protest, the record will not de ge- 
cepted until the Board of Review 
has passed upon it, which will 


be done by letter in the next two weeks. 
McCurdy’s record has been accepted by the 
Eastern Board and no protest has vet been 
made. The reason the protest was 
made was because Whittaker did 
not have a pace-maker during ail 
his ride. Rule C, Section 7, of the A. C. U. 
rules, under which the protest is made, reads 
as follows, regarding pace-makers: Ina race 
against time the competitor must de accom- 
panied the entire distance by a pace-maker.’’ 
When Mr. Rogers announced his intention 
of accepting the record of Whittaker the 
Post- DISPATCH called his attention to the fact 
that i¢ was claimed right here in the West that 
the evidence was not complete, and that the 
record ought to be established im every partic- 
ular, and not hastily accepted. But Mr; ers 
evidentiy thought the indorsement of his 
name would make the record stand, for al- 
though in his repert of acceptance’ be ac- 
spowlesed the want of pace-makers, he com- 
piacently added that he thought that would 
make no particular difference. But there are 
signs that it will. President Ducker in an in- 
terview published in the Boston Globe Sunday 
said that in his opinion Whittaker’s record 
would not stand upon the board of revisers.

THE PRESIDENT’S FRIEND. 
A. H. Belo Talks About Galveston and the 
Southwest. 


A. H. Belo, proprietor of the Galveston 
News and the Dallas News, is at the Southern, 


on his way to Galveston. He has not been 
home since the summer, when he rusti 
cated with President Cleveland in 


the Adirondacks. He talked about Galveston 
and the Southwest with a reporter of the 
Post-DisraToH. Galveston, he said, ‘‘has 
not suffered from the floods. There have 
only been high tides that sent the water up on 
the front street. That is likely to happen in 
any coast town. In the South houses are 
bulit lightly by the poorer people and 
when the high tides came some of these light 
houses were washedaway. The people now 
must build their houses to stand a little wind 
andrain. These floods from high tides can 
only be prevented by a breakwater. The 
people of Galveston are talking of building a 
breakwater. An estimate I saw places the 
cost at $65,000.’ * 

Would the jetties proposed by Capt. Eads 
have kept the tide water?’ 

think so. But Eads“ plan for the improve- 
ment of Galveston harbor was not accepted. 
United States Engineers have been at work 
therein their usual way Kn money 
without accomplishing anything. There have 
at many appropriations, but no set 
plan continuously pursued. Some day we 
shail have deep water in the harbor. Thea 
there will be no reason why we should not 
have the Central Americas and South Ameri- 
can trade that now goes to Europe. We have 
now fourteen or fifteen feet of water nearly all 
the time—enough for the steamers to load half 
or three-fourths of their cargo at the wharves. 
Then they go outside—about four miles—and 
take the rest of their cargo from lighters. 
There sare several lines of coast steamers all 
the year round and in the winter European 
steamers come there on their return from 
South American trips. 

Have you, at Galveston, felt the influence 
of the proposed filibustering expedition to 
Mexico?“ 

Not any more than in St. Louis. Galves- 
ton is nearly as far from El Faso as is St. 
Louls. You get some idea of the size of Texas 
when you realize that. 

And your distance from the drouth section 
ofthe State waa the reason your papers said 
so little of the suffering there?“ 

‘*There was little suffering to tell about. The 
tales told were greatly exagweerated. The 
people of Shackelford County have been try- 
ing fora month to get Rev. John H. Brown 
bome. He is traveling in the East telling ex- 
aggerated stories of the drouth. The people 
in the ten affected counties lost 
one crop, and as with some it was 
their first crop in that section it went hard 
with them; but there never was any more suf- 
— in the State than the people ot the State 
could relieve. There was not the slightest 
necessity for appealing to any one outside 
its borders. The people wanted seea 
wheat to lant, and thac was 
about all they did need. We knewail about 
the condition of those counties and deprecat- 
ed appeais to the world outside for the reason 
that when something really bappens and help 
is needed the people will not believe us.

TION IN NEW YORK. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 

New Ton, November 18.—The great pic- 
ture of ‘‘Ohrist Before Pilate,’’ the master- 
piece of the famous Hungarian painter Michael 
de Munkacsy, was shown yesterday afternoon 
forthe first time since its arrival in America, 
in the Old Tabernacie in West Twenty-third 
street, to the menibers ofthe press. In the 
evening the prominent clergymen ef the city 
came by invitation to view and study the can- 
vas. The holders of special cards of invita- 
tion will be admitted to a private view’’ this 
afternoon and evening, and to-morrow 


the public exhibition of the picture, 
to continue some three months 
in New York, will begin. The 


selection of the Old Tabernacle as the place 
for the exhibition of this noble work of art was 
in a measure a forced one, as its owners found 


In impossible to secure a gallery in a more 


central location; but the building is by no 
means inaccessible, and has been made very 
suitable for the purpose, while around it, 
rather singularly, cluster the memories of the 
attempted Passion Play, whose ill-fated 
author derived his motive, as has the success- 
ful artist, fromthe same ‘‘divine tragedy.’’ 
Much has been written and more said con- 
cerning M. de Munkacsy and his picture of 
Christ Before Pilate.’’ The picture has, in 
fact, been exhibited in London and in all the 
leading cities of Central Europe. It has 
been visited and studied by, it is 
estimated, nearly t wo millions of 


people, and has been described, criticised 
and discussed by the art critics of the Oid 
World in almost every journal and in —— 
recognized language in Europe. Throug 
photographs, etchings and European letters 
it is already known to thousands in this coun- 
11 and comes consequently tous like some 
fair lake or noble mountain whose contour we 
at once recognize as seen before, but only as 
a mirage. 
CRITICISM OF THE PICTURE. 

It is as much the province of art critics as of 
doctors and lawyers to disagree, and the more 
powerful or notable the work which they are 
called upon to study or admire the more surely 
will the judgments and my hrm upon it dif- 
fer. Diverse, therefore, have been the opin- 
ions of European critics on the different de- 
tails and portions of the Christ Before 
Pilate,’’ and varying, doubtless, will be these 
of American critics in the same way; but as re- 
gards the merit of the picture as a whole, as 
regards the testimony that it bears 
to the genius and talent of 
there have been few if any 
ing voices in the critical verdict ‘‘across the 
sea,” and to this verdict the critics of America 
will undoubtedly give their warmest approval 
and support. When the few great artists of 
our age and time shall have won by the lapse 
of centuries and art periods, and by the pewer 
of their work, the title of old masters, as we 
now understand the term, Michael de Mun- 
kacsy, the painter, will hold a foremost place 
among the immortais of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, secured for him by his masterpiece, the 
„Christ Before Pilate. He has — his 
title to lasting fame on a religious subject, as 
did the eld masters, and has well chosen for 
his most important life-work ene of the most 
dramatic scenes in that ‘‘divine tragedy’’ 
which, though ‘‘eighteen centuries have 
rolled between, and despite advancing’ waves 
of doubt, stilltoa wonderful degree retains 
its power and influence over the minds and 
hearts of men. Itis absolutely essential to 
the success of a great werk of art that its sub- 
ject should be one of universal importance 
and interest. The whole civilized world 
knows the story of Christ,and hence this 
peers of one of the closing scenes in the 
ife of the Redeemer interests not alone the 
followers of any one creed, but humanity at 
large; it is a work which, like the Madonnas 
of the old masters, may be viewed and studied 
alike and side by side by the skeptic, 
the Christian, the Hebrew and the Turk. 

HISTORY OF THE PICTURE. 

The story ef Munkacsv's lifé and artistic 
career has been told and at length in these 
columns. This morning we have to deal 
with the picture itself, as a work of art—to 
describe its excellence, note, if any, its faults, 
and point out the methods by which the artist 
has secured the results which have made him 
and his work the talk of two continents. 


Munk planned the ‘‘Christ Before Pilate’’ 
in 1878; it was begun in 1879 and finished in 
May, 1881. The canvas, which is of unusual 


size, 20 feet wide by 12% feet high, contains 
forty figures, those inthe foreground all life- 
size, and for these fifty or mere models 
had to be held in readiness during 
an entire year. The painting fol- 
lowed his successful Milton Dietating 
Paradise Lost to his Daughters, now in the 
Lenox Library in this city, and which was the 
most important of his previous werks. This 
is the story of the canvas now under discus- 
sion. Christ stands in the judgment hall. He 
Is olad in a soft flowing robe of white, his 
hands are bound, and with calm and lofty 
mien he confronts Pilate seated on his throne. 
The Redeemer awaits his sentence. It is a 

ical moment in the great drama. Pilate, 
in the white purple- bordered toga of a Roman 
Senator, with smoothly shaved face and close- 
cropped bair, gazes moodily downward in 
thought, two fingers of his left hand resting 


on the palm of his right, a signifi- 
cant, unconscious 8 of perplexity. 
On his lett, un standing by the 


four steps mounting to the throne, is Caia- 
phas, the snowy-bearded high priest. With 
an arm pointing toward Obrist he demands the 
sentence of death. In the left foreground 
and behind the figure of Christ stands a Ro- 
man soldier, his back to the spectator. He 
holds at arm’s length, downward, a spear, 
with which he keeps back the meb. To his 
leit aruffian of hideous mein, with uplifted 
arms, is crying ‘‘OCrucify him. These are 
the central and chief figures ef the painting. 
Behind them is a railing which keeps back the 
people from the Prewtorium. On the left of 
the judgment seat two priests are scated 
whose expression shows that they are in 
sympathy with the words of alaphas. 
Between Pilate and Caiaphas, against 
the wall, are two judges one 
bending forward gazing intently into Pilate’s 
face, the other resting his head on his hand 
and goans fixediy before him, his mind evi- 
dently determined. Seated on a bench to the 
left of Christ is an old Pharisee, gazing 
earnestly onthe former with harsh expres- 
sion, while behind bin a member of the mob 
leans forward on one side over the railing to 
obtain a better view of the bound man. On 
his right sit three aged priests vigoreusly dis- 
cussing the case and indifferent to the scene 
around them, as is also a spectater whe raised 
himself on a bench and stands with his back 
to the wall.

Sm Tour letter of the Ist inst., with inclos- 
ures, apprising me of the basis of my suspen- 
sion from the office of Attorney for the United 
States for the Western District of Missouri, re- 
ceived. I desire to make a statement of 
facts with relation of my list of appointments 
to make campa apeeches. he United 
States District Court for the Eastern Division 
of this district convened on the 6th of Septem- 
ber. I had been there with my assistant 
several days prior to that day, preparin 
cases for trial. The District bust. 
ness (except a few pleas of guilty) 
was finished on the 2th of September, and on 
the following day the Court adjourned, On 
the night of the 25th I spoke at Jefferson City. 
I then went to Kangas City, and Rush, my as- 
sistant, and I prepared ourselves for the 
October term of court for the Western Divis- 
ion. Meanwhile Ihad, atthe earnest solict- 
tation of Messrs. F. Dockery, Cravens and 
others, candidates for Congress, and the 
Democratic State ‘Central Committee, and 
with the knowledge of Senators Cockrell 
and Vest, reed to make some campaign 
speeches. After so arranging them as to 
times as not to interfere with official busi- 
ness, I gave the list to D. H. Shields, 
Chairman, and this list was published, dates 
beginning September 29, at 7 p. m., at Au- 
rora, Mo. The appointments were made 
on each side of my district sol could, and 
did, reach Kansas City once each week to look 
after the routine business of my office. My 
assistant, W. M. Rush, was in the office all the 
time Iwas away. Two of my appointments 
were made (Webb City and Sarcoxie) con- 
venient to Joplin, where 1 appeared in two 
important cases on the Mth day of October, 
before Clark Cracroft, United States Commis- 
sioner.

CHIDED, BUT RESTORED. 
EXECUTIVE MANSION, November 16. 
To Hon. M. E. Benton: 

Dran Str—Your letter of the 10th inst., ad- 
dressed to the Attorney General, has been 
submitted to me and carefully considered. 
Its frank tone and all I know of your char- 
acter convinces me of the truth therein 
related touching matters which led to your 
suspension from office. hen I issued 
the warning to office-holders, to which 
you refer as an ‘‘order,’’ I expected 
to be much harassed by all manner 
of loose and frivolous tales, originating in 
malice or disappointment, and deliberate de- 
sign on the part of political enemies to annoy 
and embarrass concerning indulgence by > 
poiatees under the present Administration in 
‘*pernicious activity in politics,’’ against 
which my warning was directed. I hoped, 
however, by careful consideration of the 
spiritas well. as language of such warning, 
that those in good faith intending to respect it 
might not bein doubt as to its meaning, and 
would themselves apply it to conditions and 
circumstances which it was impossib/e for me 
to specify. I did not intend to condemn the 
making of a political speech by a Federal offi- 
cial to his neighbors and friends, nor at any 
time and place where it was merely inci- 
dental—if the speech itself was decent and 
fair. But Ido not think such official can en- 
ter as a business a political campaign, and 
consenting to a long list of engagements to 
address political meetings widely separated 
and of daily recurrence, fill such engage- 
ments without negiecting his duty, if he holds 
an office worth having, without taking with 
him in the canvass his official power and in- 
fluence. Therefore, this course is condemned. 
The number of speeches that can be properly 
made can not be specified, nor the time when 
or place where or circumstances in which 
they are pap nor can their character be 
prescribed. ut the correct line of conduct 
can be determined on without difficulty, I be- 
lieve, in light of the desire to follow the 
spirit of the admonition given, by divorcing 


the conduct of the citizen from 
use of official influence in olit 
ical campaigns, illustrating at all 


times the truth that official duty is paramount 
to partisan service, maintaining the dignity of 
office-holding, avoiding all pretense of con- 
trol over the 1 action of others by 
reason of official place, and teaching the les- 
son to the people that public positions are not 
bestowed or held under pledge of active par- 
tisan service. A printed list taken from a 
newspaper and submitted to me contains 
engagements to speak made dy your 
consent, daily, for quite a long period, and 
not 1 — twice a day in different 
parts of Missouri, and I was led to believe on 
many of the days specified the court at which 
Me bad duties to perform was in session. 

his seemed to me to present a case of 
flagrant, defiant meglect of official duties, 


and even with the explanation given, 
your course appears to be thoughtless 
and at least subject to criticism. 


But the statement in your letter that you did 
not let campaign engagements interfere with 
the performance of official duty, your satis- 
factory dischar of such duty during your 
term, and belief in the truth of your allega- 
tion that you honestly supposed you might 
property do all that was actuaily done, have 
nduced me to rescind the order suspending 
22 from office, and reinstate you to the same.
